vial Dificftnoet, and tocorreft &tonwhich might 
have been owing to Tnuifcriberiy and not to 
^the original Authon. ' .We have not here leifure 
to enter upon ControverfieSf and Aall therefore 
only briefly touch upon fo much at it generally

tlon to carp at whatfocvcr docs not fait with their. 
Taftc. It is a general rccciy'd Opinion that the 
Faith of Christ came into Inhnd in the 
fourth Century, if not fooner j for it is ccrtaiit 
there were before that Time fome Irijb Mcrt . 
in other Parts of Europe, noted for Piety and 
'Learning. The Age we here fpcak of produc d 
St.Diarmit, and St. L/7'fr//ii,Perfons of eminent 
Sandity in this IHand, of whom wc fhall loon 
have farther occafion to fpeak. Tho* wc can- 
not affirm who brought the Knowledge ot 
Christ into Ireland^ yet there is no Queftion 
that from the firil Entrance thereof it was 
never cxtinguiAi'd. Thofe Holy Men were fuc- 
cceded by others in the Work of propagating the 
Gofpcl, as St. JJbeus, St. Kiaran, Sx. Declan St. 
Jberu^ and others, about the latter End of the 
fame Century, and the Beginning of the next. 
Thcfc all fecm to have been private Attempts, 
not fupportcd by any publick Authority, and the 
Holy Men that went upon them fecm to hate 
been Monks, whether they werePricllsor no, is 
iiifficult to prove, but it is certain that none of 
' them were Bifliops. Thefe indeed convertpd 
fomc, and arc faid to have built Monalieries j 
. however the JH(arveft was not very conridcrablc. 

falUdius was the fiift Bilhop fcnt over by Pope 
^ * CeUftin^ iQ^iho^cots^ that is, the /;'//&, who be- 
.^.)icv'd in CHRisT,as Venerable Bede informsus. 
- He. not meeting with the Succefs he had promised

I will take Notice of chc moll mater.al Circum- 
ftanccs relating to ihofe Foundations, and add 
jGomethiog concerning their Supprcffion. 
^ As for the Time when the Regular Courfe of 
JLife began to take footing in Ireland^ I obfcrve 
at fird Sight, that this Jfland became acquainted 
with Monks almoft as foon as it had any Know- 
ledge of Chriftians j becaufe thofe who hb<)ur*d 
fherc in planting of the Faith, were thcmfclvcs 
engag'd in the Monaftical State of Life ; for, 
not to mention the three firft Centuries after the 
Death of our Saviour, in regard that it is very 
uncertain whether there were then any Chri (linns 
in Ireland', yet during that Time there arc known 
to have been in other Parts of Europe i'ome Irijb 
Men eminent for Sandity, both Bifhops and 
Monks, who had been fo fortunate as to quit their 
then Idolatrous Country, which was wholly igno- 
jrantof the ways of Chriftianity, any farther than 
what they heard: from fome Travellers. 
f^: Therefore to treat here only of what is moft 
^rtaiD, I muft obferve, that the founh Century 
produced feveral great Saints in Ireland^ the moll 
remarkable whereof were doubtlcfs St. Diarmit^ 
jjind St. Liberius^ who made the Lake of Ree^ 
rjBh'ich is ia the midd of Ireland^ renowned on

.minary of Sandity, to which the Chriftians of 
othCT Nations rcfortcd in Crouds, to learn to 
be Saints > and whence daily went abroad an in- 
finite Number of Holy Men to difperfc them- 
fclvcs- throughout all £tf; (?/>f, where they found- 
ed famous Mpnaftcries, whereof there are glo- 
rious Ren-.oins to this Day. So that Ireland was 
then like another in tbofe Primitive 

Days of the fpreading of the Faith > to ufc the 
Words of an Irifi Hiflorian. 
, /The great St. CoJomb alone founded above an 
hundred Abbics in Ireland^ England^ Scotlaud^2^A 
other Iflands depending on them, for whichVcaT.^i 
fon he was furnam'd Colombkilj that is, Buildcii ^, 
of Churches. St. Bernard alfo obfervcs, that 4-,2 
Monk of the Abby of Banchor in Ulfter found- /) 
ed above an hundred Houfes of Regulars in fe-ifi, 
veral Countries. 

The Burgundians are beholden to the Holyjc^ 
Monks of Ireland for the Abby of Luxueii, the 
Italians for that of Bobio^ the Lorrainers for tha^ , ^ 
of Sr. Manfu at Toul, and the Germans for thai^'^j^ 
of mrsbourg, which is now a Bifhoprick > noi^;^-^ 
to mention many others. In fliorr, the Irijh^ \ 
have founded fo many Churches in Europe^ that \ 
a Monk of the Abby of St. Gall in Swifferland, 
has mctwith enough of thcra to compofc a large, \ 
r"!S^ ^^eir Foundations. It was thenthoughj; ,^.^ 
fufficicnt to be an IriJJman^ or to have been i^iiw 
Ireland^ for any one to be look'd upon as a Saint,, 
and immediately become the Founder of fom^ 
Abby y fo true it is, that Heaven fccmM to Aowcr 
down Its Graces and Blcflings only upon Ireland^

There were even fome Naraes among the Irifb 
to which Sanftity fcemM to be inherent j for we 
read in the Life of St. Alh^tui^ that at his Rc-

compafs when they talk but of fivtf or fix hun«K* 
dred. The fmalleft contained at lead an hundred. 
Now if to all this we add, that Ireland is noc 
by its Extent proportionable tofo great a Num- 
ber of Abbies, Monafteries and Monks, we mult 
of Neceflity he convinced, tho' never fo much

However, it is certain, that keeping within ' 
the Bounds of Probability, Ireland confidcring 
its Extent has infallibly had more Saints, more 
Monallencs, and more Monks and Ecclcfiarticks 
of all Orders, than other much larger Countries •, 
for it is dcmonftrablc that there were above 
three hundred Bifhops in that Iiland when SC'l 
P4i/r/f/^ was living •, iho* in all likelihood thcir^ 
Dioceics were not then fo confidcrable, as thofc

f cUfiar Rules in Ireland were obliged in Proccfs

* and fed on nothing but Herbs of their own 
j*}4cultivating, fomewhat like, the famous Monks 
j5^f /ii Tri^e in Frana, Thefe alfo were divi- 
^^^d into fcvcral Congregations, each of which 
J* had its peculiar Liturgy and Tonfurc j for 
/ fome wore Crowns, others permitted their Hair 
r* to grow. They likewife differed in the Time 

of Eafier^ forforac of them kept it on the four- 
•^fjtcenth Day of the Moon, others on the thir-

I ntroducti'on: 

Before we leave this fomewhat too general 
Difference which was at the Beginning between 
the Irijh Monks, and enrer upon others that 
are more particular, it will be proper to ex- 
plain fomc of ihofe notable Differences we have 
juft now fpoken of, as the Liturgies, the Ton- 
lures, and tne Celebration of Rafter. 
• To begin with the Liturgy : It is to be ob- 
fcrv'd, that there were at that Time feveral 
forts of them in Ireland. The firft and anci- 
enteft of them was that which they call'd Sr. 
Mark's^ bccaufc they faid that Evangelift was 
the firft whohad fung Mafs according to that 
Ritual then us'd in /rf/^«^, where it was look*d 
upon as a certain Tradition, that St. Patrick 
had brought the fame from France^ having re- 
ceiv*d it from St. German and St. Lupus^ who 
had cftablilh*d it in Gaul-, after the Example o^ 
St. CaJJian and St. Honoratus^ who had before' 
brought it into Provence^ Languedoc and other 
Provmccs of Trance. 

^ There were feveral other Litui-gies in Ireland \ 
as that of the Greeks or Eaftcrn Nations, and 
that of the Romans^ and all of them continu'd 
a long Time J for about the latter End of the 
eleventh Ceritury, G/7^^r/Biftiop of Limerick v/nt 
a Letter teaching the Way of celebrating Mafs, 
and the Divine Service, according to the Ro^ 
man Ritual, wherein he condemned all the o- 
thers, in thefe very Words, jfll tbofe divers 
and fchifmatical Orders by which Ireland has been 
in a manner deluded^ muft yield to the only Catho^ 
lick and Roman Office > for what can be more 
indecent^ adds he, or fchifmatical^ than for the mofl 
learned Man of one Order to become a Layman 
and an Ideot in the Church of another'^ 
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'. As for the Tonfurcjfomc Authors affirm, that 
it^.Wiis inikuuted by Sc. Peter^ only to dKlin- 
guifh Jbetwixc the Clergy and the Laity, and 
that they might carry about them an Fmblcm 
orRcfcmblancc ufour Savioiir^s Crown oF Thorns 
and SulFcTJngSi or clfc he ordmrrd it to the end 
that the Clergy might appear contemptible to 
the Haaums^ who look'd upon thofe Crowns as 
a^Tekoi of Servitude aad Slavery, becaufe thef 
fold cbeir Slavei placing a Crown over their 
Hmk, to denoce ciM( the Sale was by the 
Prince's Authority. » . 
,Xks^ Tonfureof St. Peter wu (Having a round 
mec of the Top of the Headi whereby the 
of the remaining cam^ to repre** 
ttrldie Crown of Thorns, as has been laid, 
and as may be leen in the Cuts of mod Re- 
Ugjnili Orders at this Dav. The other Ton- 
fume was that which the Followers of itcalPd of 
Sufyti miSt-J^ftmSfbatthm Oppofers nam*d 
k.the Toafiiie of Sitm U^fts^ ana as (uch al* 
lb cry*dit dowHf and it w» oidy. ihafih^ from 
Sir to fiari the. wbicU being now.<wite out 
of ttfe» we have no psirtiadar Reprefematiott 
ofrSbe iame^ but this was the Tonlbre moft 
gOBtnUjF us*d by the Irijb, Sc9ts and Pms. 
; Wntets fiu^faer oUenre» that in the Primitive 
Cinwcb« tbm was no Diffisrence betwixt the 
Csft^m qS the Secular Clergy and of the Re-. 
guWs. To cQSiciude^ there were in/fr/M/alL 
thft difierent forts of Tonfurea that are ilill U3*d 
*f>y the Monks and Religious of Europe. 

To come now to the Celebration of Eajlery 
which occarion'd a iorc of Schihn among the 
^^igulars^ it is certain that the Piadice of the 
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J^vjs Olid of the Greeks of celebrating Eajler on 
the Fourteciiih Day of the Mooii) whether it 
were a Fellival, a Sunday or a Working-day, 
was follnw'd by the Jri/h Scunis ; and that on- 
ly fomc of" ihc Third Order began to be con- 
formable to the Roman Rirc of celebrating 
Eafter from the fourteenth Day to the twen- 
tieth, provided it were on a Sunday^ becaufe 
the Rcfurre£tion of the Miffias happen*d on that 
"Daj. That Difference occaHontng fortic Trou- 
ble in Jrehitdj the Munfter Monks, who htd re- 
ceiVd the Rman Ritual, de(ir*d there mighc 
be a general Aflcmbly of the Regular and Secu- 
lar Clergy of the Kingdom, which was held 
in the iixth Centttryy in the Abby of St. 
ferian^ whicfa wts tc LMghlm in the County 
of Kildarty where that Sainti who had fit- 
teen bundled Monks under his Direftion 
all of them fbllo't^ing the Rman Cuftbast wis 
nevertheleis obliged to fabmlt to St. Mmmn^ or 
Carthage^ who ftoodiip An* tUie old Ritual.

All thefe Rules dif{«r*d from ooe aDother^ 

noc only on account of the Divcrfity of the 
Habits, the Tonfures, their Diet and bolitude> 
but alio, as appears, by 'the fcvcnil Founders th«c 
inftituted them, and the Abbies and Monaftc- 
hes that depended on them ; but the Union of 
all cbeie parcicuku: Orders with chofe of Sc. Be- 
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neilB and Sc. Jugufitn being very ancient, no 
Author has been able precifcly to decide to 
whai particular Order each Monallery in Ire- 
land appertain'd ; lb that we muft rcll; fatisfy'd 
with knowing which was the firll and prin- 
cipal Houfc of each of thofe Orders, after 
which wc will at length lliow the Dcpcn- 
dance of the Monafteries which were in Ireland 
after theUmoo^ andtheSuppreffion of the for- 
flier. 

AH Authon do not own St. Patrick to have, 
been the Founder of a particular Order, tho* 
he was of feveral Monaileries > but the Reafon 
perhaps why feme have given him that Title 
IS on Account of that Manufcript quoted by 
Bp. l//&/r, wherein he isftird Head of thatmou 
Holy Order above^mention'd. Mr. Alleman pre- 
tencfs that he was the Founder of a particular 
Order, the principal Abby whereof was 9tSaM, 
Mr. Bu(Mu feems Co be of the lame Opinion, 
when he fays, that he founded feveral Monafte« 
ries befides Sakal^ and fettled Holy Obfervaace 
in them% that the Novica took theur Vows 
at twenty Years of Age that he brought up 
toiong them the JRman Tonfure^ roundi diac 
he wore a white Scapular » and that after his 
ExiOnple the other Jrijb Religious Men wore 
a woollen Garment of the natural Colour, with- 
out dying) and that at lad he died in his Mona* 
fiery of SabaJ^ about the Year 460. 

The Order of St. Colomb was one of the 
moft extcnlive, for it had above an hundred 
Monaftcries or Abb cs belonging to it in all 
the Britiflj Illands. The Principal Houfe, or 
Head of the Order, was according ^to iome, 

at 
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tt Amagby according to others at Dtrryy now 
lAndonderry^ and according to the mod rccciv'd 
Opinion in the IflaRdof Hu^ Htj^ or Jona^-wh'xch 
was afterwards calPd CohmLkil^ i edited to the 
Northward of Ireland at a fmall Diibnce from 
Scotland. That Saint having preach 'd the Faith 
to the Pi^j, converted great Numbers them, 
and built Churches; he was fo much honour'd, 
as Apoflle of that Country, that in the Time of 
Btde^ {viz) about the Year 751, by a very ex- 
traordmary iort of DifcipUne, all the Bifliops 
of the Province of the Picts were iubjcct to 
the Junfdidion of the Pricfl: that was Abbat of 
CoJombkily becaufe St. C ohm If the Apodic of the 
Nation had been only a Pricfl and Religious 
Man. His Death happen'd about the Year f p8. 
There is iiili a Rule in Iriflj Vcrfc, which he di- 
lated, and which was practisVl not only m the 
Jflc of Hij-i but in all the other Monaltcnes m 
Sc9tUnd<f founded by him or by his Difciplcs. 
St. Cohmb wore a white Tunick, and his 1 on- 
fure was half round. This Order was com- 
priz'd ip that which they call'd more Holy, 
above fpoken of| but the Number of the Monks 
of St. Colcmb*s Order exceeded all that of the 
Second Order 5 for it is obferv'd in the ^^forefaid 
Maaiifcript, that the Number of the Monks of 
that Second Order was but three hundred, al» 
mod all of them Priefts. There were above an 
hundred Mooafteries of the Order of St Co- 
Umb^ and we (hall find above three thoufmd 
Mookt under the Direfiion oi St. Congal, Vftur^ 
Ca^Mi and other Infit^ Hiftorians have not made 
out this Difficulty, in fpeakihp of this Order.

Be that as it will, the 
Order of St. Jlhi€<t tho' one of the ancienteft, 
was the leaft cxtcnfivc. Its principal Abby was 
that of Emely in the County of Ttperary^ in the 
Province of Munfier^ and that Abby was made 
a Bifhoprick, which is united to the Archbi- 
fhoprick of Casjhel Bp. t//2)tfrmcntions a Riiiche 
composed in Irijh Verfe for his Difciples. 

St. Decian alio according to Colgan founded 
a pfnicular Order 1 whole principal Abby was 
at Ardimorc^ on theCoaii oiMui^€r% butki^ 
of linali Extent. 

The Order of Sr. Congal was more confider- 
ablc. That Saint led fuch an auAere Life willi ' 
his Difciples, that fevcn of them died thmU|h 
Hunger and Cold. He was advts'd to tfock* 
rate that Aufterity, and cook the Advice, peiv 
mitting his Difciples to Uve like the rcftofche 
Religious Men 1 b»t as to himfclf he abated 
nothing of his penitential Rigor. He butk the 
Amoas MonaiO^ery of Bencbor^ in the Coancy pf 
Downy and is to have had thiCQ tfaolifiHHl 
Religious Men under his Dinfijaq.* Hp^ iffd 
ia tbc Abby ta the Year 601^ and cotnpoaM 
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1 Rule for his Diici^ct, vbich is in hrA 

Ycrfc. 

St. Mochude^ who WM call'd Carfage^ excclPd 
^'San^tiXf^^mi built rhe Monadery of Ratbem 
in the County of IVeft-Me^b^ where he had 
ljb#MBhc hundrf^R^ Men, Uv*d 
^ Aulkriiy. He alfo fomded the 

Church of Ufmere in Munfterj and the 
BUbop of ^ fittiie. His Rule is alFo

St. tliiftf as Tome call him St. Meha^ had 
been Difciple of Sr. Congal. He was (b exafb in 

obfcrving the Duties of Obedience, that the 
fame was often honour'd with Miracles, tolhowr 
the Worth of that Holy Man ; for, that he 
might the more readily obey fome Orders he 
had receiv'd from Sc. Congalj he handled a red 
hot Iron, without being burnt 5 and having laid 
himfelf prollrare along the Sea- Shore, bcc.iufc 
he had been reproved for a Fault, the Water riling 
with the Flood, did not cover the Place where 
he ky. He founded many Monaftcries, to the 
Number of an Hundred, as St. Bernard reports 
he was told by the Irijh. The chief of thcra 
was that of Cluainfert in Leinjl^ry or according 
to others Chnferf in the County of Galway 
in the Province of C$nnaughf^ which at 
prefeot is a Biftioprick. It is reported, that the 
ilbbac Dagfin goi^g to Rome^ hid Rule he

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had given to his Difciplcs before Pope Gregorf^ 
and that the Holy Pope having read ir, dcclar'd 
in publick, that the Holy Abbat who had com- 
pos'd it, had cnclos'd his Community with an v 
Hedge that ran up to Heaven. He fuffer'd no 
Women to enter his Monaftcry j and drawing 
near to his Deatb^ exhorted his Difciples to per- 
fevere in the Service oF God, recommdii4.in^ to ^ 
them) amoh^ other Things, Steadinefs aM'Si- * 
lencci and having recei'rd the'Hply Coth^hi— 
' ^on at the Hands of St. Cronart^ who wastrblne 
to fee him, he dj'd near the Cell of his Difei- 
ple St. Stel/an, in the Year 6tz. 

The Order of St. Mo^ee was none of the 
moft inconfiderablc, as Colgnn report}. That 
Saint founded feveni Abbies, the chief vfhenkoS 
was ^hut of Ftrnes^ where he redded^ 'alKl#tierer 
he was afterwards Bifliop, when Fmns was made 
aBifflioprick. ^v^oV 

St, Fimawj orFiHiP^iwasbornih IMnJIir^uA 
was baptized by St. Man. When heVtiritt of 
Age to fellow bis Studies, he retir*d tb St: Ar- 
kbency Abbit of R^fewr^ who uught Mm 'the 
Duties of a Religious State. Ac thirty Yetrf of 
Age he went over into Frimce^ and' jpf6ei$eded 
to fmrs to continue his Studies. ^Kietailtfing 
thence into Ireland^ be taught Divinitfjf in otkS 
the Houfes whereof he was Founder, and ater* 
wards in the Abby of Clonardj Which it nrpUted 
to have been the Head of that Order. He had 
fcveral Difciples, who were afterwards famous 
for Virtue, or their Employments. His com- 
mon Food was only Bread, Herbs and Water. On 
feftival Days he did eat a little Fifti, and drank 
\yheyi or Beer. The Groupd was his Bed, and 
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a Stone his Pillow. At laft, a contagious Di- 
ftcmper, which infefted the Country, in the 
. Year 5*f8, carrv'd him off among many o- 
- thcn« and trandated him to the Glory of the 
^BlcUcd.-, -T ? ^. f ' 

St. Kiarapfy or Kerany had been inftrufted in 
Literature by St, Finian. Bp. UJher fays this Order 
was approvM by Popes. The two principal 
Houfes of this Order were Seir-Keiran in Eaft- 
Muuby and Cluan-Micnoisy Cluncs^ or Kiloom in 
IVefi'Mtatby which was afterwards made a Bi- 
ihoprick, and is now united to that of Mtath, 
Colgan fays this Abby had many great Benefa- 
ctions from the Princes of Ireland^ and had ma- 
ny other Churches or Priories fubjcdb to it. This 
Saint dy'd in the Year f4p, being but thirty 
three Years of Age. He is not the fame as Sr. 
Keiran^ Bifhop of Sagir^ who dy'd about the 
Year f lo. 

To conclude, the Order of St. Brendan had 
for its principal Houfe the Abby of Portpur^ in 
the Town ot Clonfert^ in the County of Galway 
in Connaughty which afterwards became a Cathe- 
dral. It is reported, that an Angel di6bated to 
him the Rule which he prefcrib*d to his Difci- 
ples, and that he had two or three thoufand un- 
der his Direftion. He dy'd of a great Age, ac- 
cording to fome about the Year f 77, others place 
his Death ten Years later. . 

Of all the thirteen Orders, only that of Sr. 
Colomban fubmitted to the Order of St. Benedi^y 
xiine others went into the Order of the Regular 
^amns of St. yluguftiny which was the moftcon- 
fiderable of all others in Ireland. Pennotus fan- 
cies ic was St. Patrick that firft fettled them in 

Ire- 
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Ireland j others fay ic was PaUadiuSy his Prcdc-' 
ccflbr i bMt be thai as ic will, certain it is that 
ihofe Cancm were very powcrfuj in Ireland^ and 
much more than the Bensdi^iniy who were noi; 
numerous there, crpccially at the Time of the 
Sapprcflion of Monafterics in that Kingdom ; 
for I know they had feme few more Houfcs du' 
ring the firft Ages after their coming thither* 
They came not into Inland till the fcvcnth Cen- 
tury, as Colgan obfcrvcs,and they loft forocHou- ; 
fes in ^hc following Ages. ^\ 

As for the general Suppreflion of Mouaftcricm 
in Ireland the Method and Motives of it werii| 
the fame as in England^ whereof enough may > 
fccn in the feveral Volumes of the Afonajiicim^ 
j^nglicanumj for which rcafon it will be ncedleft,'^ 
to fwcll this Work with the Repetition of th^ ^ 
fame. But it will be proper here to obfcrvc,tha(p,| 
the faid SupprcfTion happening in the Reign of \ 
King Henry V\{\^ about the middle of the fix* ^ 
teenth Century, here will be no occaGonto tak« , 
notice of feveral Orders which have been inftitu- 
tcd fince that Time i of which Number are the 
Francifcan Recolets and Capucins^ the Barefoql'^ 
Carmelites and jiuguftinians^ the Je/fii/s^'^nd fomk ' 
others that have appear'd in Europe^ as being 
' come too late into the World to have ellablifh*d 
themfelves in that Ifland. Of thofc Orders that 
were in Ireland^ little is to be found but what 
lies difpers'd in many Books, and that very Ihorc, 
and fubjc6fc to much Gonfufion ; and as for Ma* * 
nufcripts, that unfortunate Nation has been fo 2 
harrasM that few have cfcap'd, and thofc very :

Abbies^ Trior 'tes and Monafieries of 
Regular Canons of St, Augullin. 

GIVE this Order the 
Preference before all 
the others there were 
in Ireland^ for fcveral 
Reafons. Firft, bccaufe 
it pretends to be the 
ancientcft of all Regu- 
lar Orders in general, 
derives it's Original 
from the Apoftles thcm- 
felves, and Allows St. Jugujlin only to have 
form'd one particular Congregation, which was

In fhort, the Regular Canons oF St. Augujttn^ 
were fo very confiderablc in Ireland^ either in the 
firft Ages, or at the Time of the general Sup- .

Times fecms incredible j fo that neither the great 
Order ot St. Benedict^ nor that of the Ciflercianij 
which is a Branch of it, can in that Particular 
Hand in Competition with that of the Regular, 
Canons^ who were in all refpe61:s as great in Ire- 
Jandy as the Benediclins were in England. It was 
requifitc to be a Regular Canon^ in order to be 
promoted to a Bifhoprick in Ireland^ almoft all 
the Parifli Churches and other fecular Benefices 
were poflcfs'd by that Order. To which if wcadd, 
tbat they alone did pofTcfs, or had been Mailers. o^ 
as many Houfcs as all the other Orders togcil^cr, 
and that almoft all the Chapters of the ,Cath<i: 
dial and Collegiate Churches in Ireland were

' Century. They alfo tell us, that the fame Saint 
celebrated Mafs in one of itsfub terraneous Vaults, 
by which it appears, that fomc Part of Ireland 
> was Chriftian before the MifTion of St. Patrick. 
Afterwards a Church was built upon that which 
was under Ground, the hke of which has been 
^ feen in France., where the Cathedral of Charfres^ 
the Church of St. Ficler at Mar/eilles ^2ind fomc 
' others, arc built after the fame manner , and alfo 
in England St. Faitb was under St. PauPsy and at 
Canterbury there is another Church, under the

AT Newt9wn^ which is as it were a Suburb to 
Trim^ on the Eaft Side of the River Boyntj 
which pans tke two Towns, there was a beau* 
tifiil and rich Priory, of the Invocation of St. Pe^ 
ter and St. Paul^ the Prion whereof were Ec- 
cle^ftical or Spiritual Peers. Simon of Rocbt" 
fprtj an Englijb Man and Biihop of Meath^ found- 
ed this Houfe in the Year 1 2,06, and fettled hit 
Refidence there, after Quitting that of Clonard^ 
from which they were iometimes call'd Epifcopi 
Cluanardenfes \ but upon this Change they again 
re-aflum*d the ancient Name of Trsmenfes^ on 
Account of the ancient Epifcopal Title of 7r/«r, 
for it had been extinguiHi^d, and united to two 
or three others, of which they formed the Bi- 
(hoprick of Meatb^ which took not its Name 
from any Tawn, but from the County.

But 1 cannot under- 
hand why UJher aflirms that St. Finian was Ab- 
bat of Clonard in the Year 490, if he did 
not depart thence till the Year f44, that is 
lixty fix Years after. Co/gan tells us, that St. 
Finian^ when he came to Clonard^ faid, Here is 
my Reft for ezrr atul c ver^ and that the Place is 
on the Borders of Lcinfter and of Meath^ and in 
the County of IVeft-Sfeath-^ yet moft Geogra- 
phers place it in Eaji-Meath, He farther adds,

Monaftery, But if Regard be had to the PraRice 
of SdnMy, and the Study of Learnings it might 
attd ought to have a principal Place among the 
prime IVeftern Monafteries j which is no fmall 
Charaftcr.

If it be fo, Kels was fruitful in Saints, 
for St. Cuthbert was a Native thereof, as li'^are 
obffrvcs. T^kt Prioiy of DrumhbM,^ in the 

Courrv 
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CJtiunty of Cavan^ had a Dcpcndancc on '^f^'^* 
Abby, and the Monks thereof pretended they '(y^,^ 
bad the Latin Vcrfion of the four Evangelifts 
made by St. Colomb their Founder. I know not 
whether the Lord Spiritual that fate in Parlia- 
ment, as Abbat or Prior of Kels^ was not rather 
the Superior of this Place, thnn he of the o- 
thcr A(r/f , in the County of Kilkenny. It is « 
Controverfy between Authors, whether Cardinal 
Paparon^ Legate of the Holy See in Irelandy 
who care the Pall to the four Archbifhops of 
the Ifland, aflcmbled the Clergy of Ireland in 
the Abby of Mel^ or in that of Kels. Colgan 
holds the latter, and produces many Arguments 
for it in the Life of St Gelaftus 5 but fevcral 
other good Authors are for Mel or Mellifont.

Place, was an Abby founded in the (ixth

UJber^ yet in his Chronological Index he 
fets down his Death in 6j4*, and I am wil- 
ling to adhere to this latter dace, becaufe St. 
Mannu was prefent at that famous Aflcmbly held 
tr Lagblin in 650, upon the Subjedfc of the Ce- 
lebration of Eafier^ for it was he that carry'd it 
againft St. Laferian^ who defended the Roman 
Rite. But the Chronology of Ireland is per- 
haps the moft confufed of any.

Rathene Aih '-''^'x 

A T Ratbene^ a fmall Town fomc Miles from 
" Molingar, in that part of IVeft-Meath 
which is caird Fercall, was a famous Abby 
founded in the Year fpo by St. Carthage or 
Mocbudy wherein there were nine hundred 
Monks at one time, without including the No- 
vices and Lay BrotJien^ who made up a Thou- 
fand in all. This Saint was afterwards cxpell'd 
his Abby. Hiftorians do not tell us the Occafi- 
on, but he went and fettled at Lifmore^ whither 
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he carry'd with him about 87f Monks, as Col' ^n- g«* 
gan fays. Thcfc Monks liv'd much after the fame 
manner as thofe now do at h Trape in France^ 
for they eat nothing but the Herbs and Roots, 
which they cultivated themfelves, and where- 
with they likewife fed a great Number of poor 
People that reforted thither from all Parts. Af- 
ter the Death of their holy Founder, moft of 
them difpersM themfelves throughout It dandy 
England and Scotland^ where they founded feve- 
ral Houfes of St. Carthage'^ Order, which after- 
wards was incorporated into that of the Regular 
Canons of St. yfuguftin. The Abbat or Prior of 
Rat bene was a fpi ritual Peer, and as fuch fate 
in Parliament. See what more is faid of this 
Hou(c, which was reckon*d the head Abby of 
the Order of St. Carthage^ when we come to 
the Abby of Rathov in the County of Kerry. 
It is to be obfcrv'd, before we proceed to another, 
that lyare docs not mention the Abby of Ra^ 
tbenfj and that it was fcarcc known to any but 
UJber. Colgan has alfo taken Notice of it, for

This Ifland was call'd the Ifland of Sainn?^ 
reaibn of the great Number of Holy Monks- 
that liv'd therein, and were bury'd in this Abby^ • 
infomuch that the Irijh Writers tell us there 
is no numbering of them. The ancient /r/j^ 
caird it the Ijiand of ibe Livings or of Jm^ 
mortality^ cither; for^ that they imagined the 
Monks there never dy'd % becaufc there was at*

Patrick ? for that reajon you fhalt never be rt' 
far^dto your Pojfejftons in Ireland % but for the good 
Things you have done in that Kingdom, you fball be 
honourably difcharg'd out of Prilon. Which af- 
terwards happen'd accordingly. To return to

cepting only the Toll of LethcAtbel and Jrt > and 
Lalfo gave theTythc of all Cattleiwhatfoevcr tl^c 
he had on his Lands, and of all his Fifhcries. .

thcT^cninfula of Ardes^ accorcfing to Ware^ 
'^was the Priory of St. Andrew^ vulgarly caU'd 
ilack'kil^ or the Blacl Churchy by realon the 
BenediEltns in England and Ireland were call'4 
Black Monks^ on Account of their Habits being 
all Black. This Priory was Founded in the Year 
1 2 1 8, by Hugh de Lacy^ an Englijb Nobleman, 
iVbo made it dependant on Lonley gf the fame 

Order, 
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Bene- Order, in the Diocefcof Mans in France^ whence 
^i^;^ he brought Monks to found this Priory in Ire- 
^^^^ land. It is true, we are told that in procels of 
Time this Priory was united to the Cathedral 
of Armagh^ and that by the Confent of the Ab- 
bat of Lonley^ and that the Archbifhops of Ar- 
tnagh gave 2co /. Sterling in Satisfaftion to 
the Abby of Lonley^ which was a confidcrablc 
Sum in thofe Days, for it was under King Ed* 
ward the jd, that is, at the beginning of the 
fourteenth Century. Others pretend, that this 
Union was not ftilly brought to pals till the 
Reign of King Richard the id, Grandfon to 
Edward the third, John CoUon being then Arch- 
bifhop of Armagh. This is what tVare reports, 
which is contrary to what we find in the Mo- 
nafticon AngUcanumy which gives us the Founda- 
tion Charter of this Priory, and in it this Mo- 
naftery is call'd St. Andrew of Stokes y and fays 
the Founder was the famous John de Courcy^ and 
not Lacy. By this Charter, he gives to this Priory 
ten Carucatcs of Land in his Feof of Art^ o- 
therwife callM Macalogra^ and all the Fee- farm 
Tythes from the River Darnout to that of Cjr- 
lingfordj excepting thofe of the Caflles of Ar- 
cben and Ontagbj which he referves to himfelf. 
The Abbat and Monks of Lonley in France al- 
fo yielded and gave up this Priory to the Arch- 
biriiop of Armagh j but the Charter of Surren- 
der being only an Extraft, it does not mention 
whether the Archbifhops gave any Confidcration 
for the fame.

TN the City of Dul^liff was the Abby of St. 

Mary^ ot which we neither know the cxaft

Some affirm, that it was founded by 
Malacbias or Xfaiaihlirty Kine of Meatb^ Mo- 
narch of all Ireland^ and by his Queen Rotfta\ 
but'thc Abbat Jungelin^ in the Hiftory found in 
th*' Archives of that Abby, rcprcfcnts that Sto- 
ry of the Foundation as a Fable. Others aflign 
it 16 Donald^ Prior of St. John of Raundon in 
the Diocefe of Elpbin and County of Rof- 
conitn. To conclude, others fay it was built by 
the Oufimans or DaneSy in the Year P48, which 
I am apt to bclicve,| tho' ^are feems to be 
for the Foundation by the Prior of St. John of 
Raundon 'yind mylnduccment to this BeUcf, is that 
Camden rightly obferves that this Abby is call'd 
Our Lady of Oujlmandby^ or of the Ouftmans^ bc- 
fidcs that it ftands in that Quarter of the City 
which iscaird Oujlmans-Town. Be that as it will, 
there is no denying but that this Houfe is very 
ancient. It had the Honour of its Abbats being 
Spiritual Lords, and fitting in Parliaiqenr, ufFare 
informs us, tho* Abbat Jungelin has not taken no- 
tice of it.

an Irijb Monk of C/airvauxy who was afterwards 
Biihop of Lifmore^ and Lcgat Apoftolick, and 
was the firlt Ciftereian Abbat in Ireland^ as Sr. 
Bernard obrcr\TS. This fame Chrrfiian liv'd at 
the beginning of the twelfth Century, and the 
•Author of the Martyrologe of the twelfth 

Edition, was much miftaken, as Colgan obfcrves, 
in faying that this Cbrijlian was Abbat and Bi- 
fhop oiMell^ for Meil or Mellifont never was a 
Bi/lioprick \ whereas he fhould have faid that 
Cbrijlian was Abbat of Mell and Bifhop of Uf- 
mare. Mell was afterwards the Mother of moft 
of the other Houfes of the Cijlercian Order in 
Ireland^ their firft Monks being taken from 
thence. The Situation and Strufture of this 
Houfe exa£bly rcfembled that of Clairvaux^ and 
it was fo confiderable, as to be callM by way 
of Excellency, the Great Monafterv. In fhort, 
our Lady of Mellifont was founded long before 
the coming of the En^liJI) into Ireland^ by Donagb 
O'Carolj King of Ergal^ fays Jungelin^ and the 
Church was blefs'd and confecratcd in the Year 
Iif7, there being prefent five or fix petty Kings, 
and feveotecn BiHiops. Others affign the Foun- 
dation of this Houfe to St. Malachias^ Bifhop of 
Down. This is certain, that the aforefaid King 
O'CarroIt and that holy Prelate, both contribu- 
ted towards this Foundation. The Monajlicon^ 
Vol. z. p. 1109, gives us the Charter of King 
Jobn^ confirming all Donations made to this 
Abby before the Rcdudion of Ireland^ by the 
EngliJIj^7C[\d cxpreflcs it of all the Lands they had

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Cifkfdttif. there arc alfo two Charters of King Henry III* 
and one of King Edward III. to the fame cf* 
feft.

All thefc Particulars are 
here mentioned, to fhow that in former Ages " 
thofe Monarchs did nothing without the Ad* 
vice and Confent of the Nobility of Ireland as 
well Spiritual as Temporal j that the petty Kings " 
of the Ifland who were fubjeft to them com- ' 
posVi their Council of State, and were the Peers \ 
of the Kingdom, and that th<i> General AfTembly ' 
of the States of Ireland was held Yearly ac 
Tarag in the County of Mfath.

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^ Ciftcrcuns. JCeirn^j an Irijb Writer, affigns this Foundation

Houfe by the Perfuafion of S. Malachias^ Bifhop 
of Dewn. iVare will have that Holy Prelate to 
have been the Founder himfelf in the Year 1 144, 
and the Abbat Jungelin aflurcs us, that all the 
Catalogues he has of his Order do maintain this 
AfTertion. .Yet, for my own particular, lihould 
rather adhere to the Foundation Charter laid 
down in the Monafiicon Anglicanum^ as has been 
laid above, for that is an Affirmative, whereas 
the other AfTercions arc rather Negatives, aspro* 
ducing no Charter, and there is a Maxim in the 
Civil Law which tells us, that MQre credit is t9 
hf given to ont that Jffirms^ than to a tboufandtb§t 
De»y^h\cU may be a Rule in all Cafes. In fliort, 
lhat Foandation Charter is fuch a Teftimonia! 
that nothing can come in competition with it. 
At length the Abby of Newry was converted in- 
to a Collegiate Church by King Henry VIII, 
and Nine Years after that it was totally fupprefs'd, 
and given to one Bagnml who was then Mar- 
tial of Ireland^ but 0?

A T jffrb9^ or Efarva^ was the Abby call'd of 
S^mriaj bccaufc Giraldus Cambrenjis calU 
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Ciftcrrians. thc Rivcr which runs by it Samanus, which has 
romcwhat puzzled thc Abbat Jungelin, Ptolemy 
calls that River Rictus^ other Geographers give 
it thc Name of 'trovis^ and fome that of Trohis^ 
becaufc thc Irijb very often make little or no 
Diftin£kion between thc b and thc v Confonant, 
in their way of Pronouncing, which perhaps 
they might take from thc Spaniards^ from whom 
they arc faid to be partly defccndcd. Thc Ri- 
ver wc arc here fpeaking of is the fame which runs 
from the Logh of Earne. This Abby of Samaria 
was a Dauglfiter of the Abby of Bojk^ and was 
founded m thc Year 1 179 by Roderick O Cana^ 
fUMj an /r//2> Nobleman, Governor of thc Coun- 
ty of fyrconnel j tho' fome others will have it to 
have been founded by his Succcflbrwhofc Name 
was Flagh Arti. Camden afligns thc Foundation 
to thc Year 1 1 88, but thc Annals of the Abby 
of Boyle place it in ! 184, and Flatsbury in 1 178. 
Neither do Authors agree any better about the 
Founder, for Jungelin quotes a Fragment of Hi- 
llory, which makes the Founder to have been 
one O Moeldor^ of the Family of thc Conneh^ot 
Tyrcortnels. However there arc ftill fome that 
fay, this Abby was fituated in the Lands of thc 
O Donnelsy near to a Cataradt, or Fall of Water 
in thc Rivcr Samher^ or of Samaria^ and that 
this Cataradb or Water-Fall has produced the 
Name of Eafrua^ quafe aqua mens. This Abby 
is alfo caird Inis-famber^ or of thc IJland of Sa* 
marsa. Many Irifi Noblemen chofe to be bury'd 
there, and there was an Abbat of this Houfe, 
who became a Francifcau Frier, and was bury'd 
in the Monaftcry of thc Order of St. Francis which

THIS Order, which is look'd upon as Lhc Domioi^ 
firll of the Four Orders of Mendicants^ (be- ctm. 
caufc the Pope's Bull for confirming or cfta- w^V^ 
bliihing of it IS antecedent to thole of any of the 
others) appeared almoU as foon in Ireland as thcro 
were Monaileries of the fame in other Parts of 
Europe. FontanUy MahendSf and feme other 
Dominican Authors, will have it, that Sr Do" 
minick himfclf went over into Ireland^ and that 
he there built an Houfe of his Order, which 
was call'd Domus Dmim, the Houfe of the 
Lord, or Domus Dominuij the Houfe of Dq^

Francis was not brought into Ireland by any Fri» 
ers fcnt from another Monallery > but by a. Com- 
panion of St. Francis hirafelf, who came over 
from Compofiella in Spatu^ as has been obfcrv*d' 
by F. Gonzaga and F. Da^a^ and this hapned in 
the Year 1114. F. Clyn^ a Franci/can^ or Grey 
Frier, who has composed a Chronology of /re*, 
land down to the Year 1 3 ^o, fays the Grey Friert/ 
did not come into this Ifland till the Year ii^iii 
and that the Dominicans were fetled there be- 
fore them, in the Year iii^. F. fVadingy him- 
felf an Irijb Francifcanj who. has given us a co- 
pious and noble Hiftory of the Order of St. 
Francis^ at the beginning of that Century, is o£ 
' the fame Opinion. 

Let us now examine what Number of Houfcs 
really belong'd to the Conventuals in Ireland-, in 
order whereto I muft firfl: obferve, that F. Bar-' 
tbolomcw of Pifa^ who was the firfl that made

YEpeSj BuceUfiy and fcveral other Authon, do 
not afligh any particular fnftitute to St. 
Colomhan. They pretend, that he cmbfacM the 
Rule of St. Benedict before he departed out of 
Ireland^ and that if he prcfcribM any Monaftical 
Rules to his Difciples, they were only by way 
of Itnprovement or Supplement to that RuJc. 
Others afSrm^ that St. iolombaay Inftitute was 
different froin tliat of St, Benedict. Thefc two 
Opinions- have occafionM another Controverfy, 
fome affirming, that thofe t^^o Rules were re- 
united and obfervM at Luxeuil^ and other Mo- 
nadencs before the Sih Century, and others 
contradifiing that Union, and affcrting, that the 
fanoe was not brought into the Monafteries of 
St. Colomban's Order, till fuch time as they flood 
in need of Reformation. ^ .r 

It is moft certain that they are miftakcn who 
affirm^that St. Colomhan had embraced the Rule of 
St. Benedi6l before his Departure out of Ireland % 
for he left that Kingdom before that Rule was 
known there, and that, as foon as he bad found- 
ed his firft Monaftery in France^ he caus'd the 
fame Rules to be obferv'd therein, which he 
had learnt in the Monadery of Btncbor^ where 

he 
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he had been Difciplc to St. Congal. Befides 
thofc Religious Men adhcr'd to the Opinion of 
the Irijb^ in relation to the Celebration of £<j/fr 
which they did on the 14th Day of the Moon 
after the Spring Equinox, when that Day hap- 
pen*d to be Sunday, which was in fome meafurc 
following the Example of the Jews, who always 
kept the Paffover on the 14th Day of the Moon, 
whereas the Romans, the French, and other Wc- 
ftcrn Nations defcr'dit to the next Sunday ^htr^ 
for which Reafon King Tbierri made great Com- 
plaint that this Saint differed from the Cuftoms 
of the French. Befides, that which was tranf- 
aftcd in the Council of Macoft, held in the Year 
6i 3, fufficiently proves that St. Colom^an had com- 
pos'd a Rule, becaufc the fame was examined 
there, and defended againft the Slanders of jf- 
greftin. Monk of Luxeuil, and no mention waj' 
there made of the Rule of St. Benedm, nor iii' 
the Penitential that goes along with it, which' 
/hows that St. Cohmban'% Rule could be no other 
than a Supplement to that of St. Benedia. It 
may be therefore truly faid, that the Rule oP' 
St. Colomban was different from that of St. Be^ 
nedia 5 unlcfs any one will fay, that in thofe Days 
the Order of Sc. Colomban, that of St. Benedi^' 
and the others, composed only one Monafticaf 
Order, tho' they had feveral Rules, as being in- 
ftituced for the fame End, which was an cntfre 
Separation from the World, and converfing with- 
Laymen, the forfaiting of all Things, and' the 
dcfirc of advancing in the W^iy of Perfe^bion. 
As for obferving the Rules of St. Colomban an* 
St. Benedt5l in one and the fame Monaftery,thc 
Foundations of St. Bap Anno 6to, of Beze ia 
<5i9, of Solignac in 631, of Fkury about 6\o, 
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of HAUt'Villim in 661, and of fome others a- 
bout the fame Time, do tcftify that thofc Rule* 
were obfcrv^d in thofc Monaftcries, and at ihc^ 
fame Time prove, that the Rules of St. Ben^^ 
dia and St. Colomhan were joynily obferv'd bf 
Monaftcries before the 8ih Century, But at Lall^ 
the Rule uf St. Benedia took Place of that, oi 
Sc. ColomhMy and ww obferv^.j^puc in 
MonaftcricSii^ jyjixy , /A 

This Saint wt8*«rn in /r^'/W, aboo; the 
f6c^ in the Province of Leinjier. In hi«Youdi 
he apply'd hirafelf to Learning, and made a 
great Progrcfs. Being handfoipc, and fearing to 
give way to .worldly Plcafure$, he left his Na- 
tive Country, nocw it h (landing ihp Oppofitioa 
of his Mother, and going away into another 
Provixice of Ireland^ put himfelf under the Coja- 
dud of the venerable SikfMS^ who had a won- 
derful Gift of inftruding his Difciplcs in Lcarnr 
ing and Piety. He made fo great a Progrcfs in 
his School, that in a ftiort Time he attained 
much Pcrficdion in the underftanding of thcHo- 
ly Scripture, and composed fcvcral Treatifcs, %r 
mong which was a Commentary on the Pfaloif. 

The Love of God daily increafing in hira, 
he entirely forfook the World, and became a 
Monk in the Monailery of Bencbor^ under the 
Abbac Comgal^ or Comogelie^ where having liv^U 
fcvcral Years, and being dcfirous, like Jbraham^ 
to travel into a (Irangc Country, he acquainted 
the Abbat with his Intention, who with rau<;h 
Reludancy granted him 12, Monks, with whom 
heat firft pafs'd over into England^ and frogi 
thence into France, He was then }o Years ^f 
Age, GonifM was Kiogof Burgundy^ and Chtl- 
dehert of Jujirafea. The Dcfcrt of Fauge^ tho' 

barren 
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barren and rocky, appcar'd to him agrccafelc. 
Thctc he ftay'd, and for his Place of Aboad 
ihade choice of an old ruinous Caftlc, callM AiKi^ 
liMgr^, where, with his Companions, he pradis'd 
aU the ' Excrcifes of the Religious Profcflion. 
Their Aufterity was fuch, that at firft they liv'd 
impon norhing but Herbs and the Barks of Trees > 
te that one of the Brothers failing fick,they had 
nothing to relieve him with, but the Prayers and 
Failing of the others \ but there came a Mani 
miraculoiHly ftot by God, who brought them 
Bread and Provifions, intrcatine them to pray 
f o God for the Health of his Wife, who wai 
iick. Another Time, when they bad been re-*- 
duc'd for nine Days to eat nothing but Herb* 
fend Barks of Trees, Caramtoc, Aobat of the 
"Monaftery of Salicty was advertised in his Sleep-^ 
to fupply their wants. He fcnt MarculfuSy his 
-Cellerar, to carry them Proviiions j and he not 
knowing the way, pray'd to God to dircdk the 
•Horfcs, who of themfelves went ftrait to the 
^onartery of yfnnep'ay, 

Sr. Cohmban's Name being becotnc^larhourl 
drew to him abundance of People from all 
•Parts, cither to fuc for cure of Difeafes, or to 
'put themfelves under his Condud. This made 
nim refotve to build another Monaftcry in thi; 
'fame Defert, and accordingly he luckily found 
an old Cadle, call'd Luxeuilj whicb^ had been 
once very ftrong, eight Miles from jf/tfiegray. 
There he began to ouild a Monaftcry, which 
was foon fill'd, and became a Model for fcveral 
others. F. Mabillon places the Foundation therc- 
of about the Year fpo. The Comtpunity in a 
ihort time became fo numerous, that, as St. 
^ Bernard^ in the Life of St. Mafackras^ rcnorfs, 
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the Monks, following the Example of the jic€' 
mtes^ divided themfelvcs into feveral Parcels, to 
flag the Divine Office without any Interrup- 
tion, nr 

Sc. Cokmbaii% DiTcipks daily increafing, chofe 
two Monaderics could not contain theiu » for 
which Reafon he built the Monaftery of Fow-< 
taine^ a League from LuxgiH^ where in Procela 
of Time there were 60 Monks. He fubje^ed 
this Monaftery, and the other of Amegray^ to 
that of Luxeuily making it the Chief, as bein^ 
the larccft of the three j and this was the firS 
originalof Priories, which having been founded 
by Abbics, were (iibordinate to them. 

St. Colomban having founded the three Mona- 
fteries of LuxueU, Annt^ay and Fontaine^ as has 
been faid^ governed them as General -y and to 
the end that the fame Difcipline might be ob- 
ferv'd therein, he gave them a Rule, which con- 
tains only nine Chaptcn. It enjoyns blindObc- 
dience in all Refpc6ls, tho* harfh and difagrcca- 
ble i ftridb Silence % continual Fafting, Prayer 
and Labour. Herbs, Roots, Meal mix'd with 
Water, and coarfe Bread, wert all the Suftc- 
nance allow'd them \ and that they were not to 
take till Night, and in proportion to their La- 
bour. As to the finging of Pfalras, it was longer 
or fhortcr, according to the Divcrfity of Days 
and Seafons. 

After the Rule follows the Penitential, that 
is, the Punifliment of the ordinary Faults of the 
Monks. The mod ufual Chailifemcnt confifled 
in Stripes, fix for flight Faults and fo in Pro- 
portion for greater, in ferae Cafes to the Num- 
ber of 200 \ but never above if at one Timd. 
Sometimes they were fentenc*d to keep Silence, 

or 
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or to perform extraordinary Fafts,and fomeiimcs 
tq recite a certain Number of Pfalms. 

St. Colomban ftiU kept the Cuftom of Ireland 
in celebrating Eafitr^ as ba» been (aid above, 
which made the Clergy in his Ncigbourhood to 
condemn him in that Part, and he writ feveral 
Letters to juftify himfclf > but would not rccedcf 
from that Error, whereupon ho was twice ba- 
niib'd, and faid to have been miraculoufly brought 
back. Then being offcr*d by Theodebert^ Kinjj 
of jfujlrafia^ fome Place for nimfelf and his Di^ 
fciples, near fuch of bis Subjedts as ftill remained 
Infidels, that he might preach the Gofpel to 
them, he travePd to Zug in Siiiijferland^ and find- 
ing a convenient foJitary Place, he refolv'd to 
flay there. The Inhabitants of thofc Pans were 
then cruel and inhuman, following the Worfliip 
of Idols i njwny of whom he converted by his 
preaching. Thofc People being rcfolv*d to mur*> 
der him, bccaufe St. Gal^ one of his Compani- 
ons, had burnt their Temples, he rcmov'd wirfx 
his Monks to a Place call'd Jirben^ on the Lake^- 
of Con/lance. His Protedor King tbeodehert be** 
ing afterwards vanquifh'd by Thierrs, who was 
profefs*d Enemy to St. Colomban^ he again re- 
mov'd from thence into Italy^ where he found-^ 
cd the Abby of Bobio^ on Mount j^ppeain. About ^ 
a Year after his coming to, Boj^ioy he dy'd there,,? 
on the izd of Oclober^ 61 f. •

Mr. Alleman y\n\iVi 
Monailical Hiftory of Ireland^ owns that it was ^ 
very confidcrable in that Ifland j but that after 
all his Enquiry, he hais not been able to difcovcr ^ 
any more than two Monafteries of it, viz, one at ^ 
Kildare^ which was the Chief Abby of that Or- ^ 
der, and the other at Jrmagh in Ulfter^ bein^ a- ' 
nother Abby call'd' the Church of St. Brtgit. 
He adds, that when Queen Mary aicended the ♦ 
Throne of England^ and defign'd to reftorc the ^ 
Caxholick Religion in thofe Kingdoms, and * 
thc^onaflcries'to the Relij^iou^ Perfons whom 
they had beeo taken from, her firft Care, in the 
Year i5f(J, was to rebuild the Monaftery of the 
Nuns of Sion^ near BramforJ, of the Order of 
Stc Brtgit^ being one of th^ .firft Communities * 
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tliat King Henry VIII had fupprcfs'd. Butthofe 
Religious Women were of the Order founded 
by St. Brtgity Princefs of Sweden^ and not by 
St. Brigit our Irijb Virgin. 

This Saint was one ot thegreateft Ornaments 
of that Kingdom, and on Account of her many 
Miracles furnam'd TbMumaturga ^ or Wonder- 
worker. She was born about the middle of 
the fifth Century, in the Village of Fochort ^'mihc 
Dioccfe of /Irmagbj the See of the Primate of^ 
Ireland in ihefc latter Ages. She was the Pro- £ 
ducSt of Adultery, committed by her Father Dub-' ^ 
tach with a Slave, whom he was oblig'd to turn 
cue of his Houfe, to plcafe his lawful Wife, be- ' 
fore ihe was deli ver'd of this Saint, who was 
committed to the Charge of a Chriftian Woman, ' 
that took Care to breed her up in the Fear of 
God, and the Love of Virginity. 

Her Father, who was one of ^e Prime Men 
of the Country, when ihc grew up, brought 
her home, and put her among the other Chil- '] 
dren he had by his Wife. Sne made no other 
ufc of this Advancement than to confirm her- 
rclf:in the Refolution fhe had taken of confecra- 
ting her Virginity to God. A young Man after- 
wards coming to ask her for his Wife, fhepray'd 
to God to make her fo deform*d, that none 
(hould ever more regard her. Her Prayer was 
heard, and a Diftempcr that fell into her Eye, 
and put it quite out, delivered her from the Im-,^ 
poitunity of the Youth, that would have had*', 
her in Marriage > which oblig'd her Father 10 \^ 
conient that (he rtiould be a Nun. Three other 
Maids of that Country joyn'd with her in the^;^ 
Refolution of giving themfclvcs up to God io-*^ 
ihcfamc manner V and having taken Leave of * 
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their parents, they went 'nway t6 the Holy Bi-t 
fhop Mely Difciple to St. Patrick, in the County'
